1.  By  inserting  in  Regulation  1  the  following 
definition: — 

“  ‘  Drive-in  theatre  ’  means  any  premises  or  area 
so  located  and  equipped  that  moving  pic¬ 
tures  can  be  viewed  by  patrons  while  seated 
in  motor-vehicles.” 

2.  By  inserting  the  following  as  Regulation  30 
under  the  heading  of  “  Drive-in  Theatres  ”: — 

“  Drive-in  Theatres 

“30.  (a)  In  all  drive-in  theatres  the  plans  must 
show  all  highways  and  roads  adjacent  to  the  pro¬ 
posed  drive-in  theatre  and  the  location  and  size  of 
the  off-highway  parking  area. 

"(b)  The  screen  tower  in  all  drive-in  theatres 
shall  be  so  placed  that,  as  far  as  possible,  no  pro¬ 
jection  on  the  screen  shall  be  visible  from  any 
highway.  I  he  entrance  to  the  drive-in  theatre 
proper  shall  not  lead  directly  olf  any  main  high¬ 
way.  I  he  distance  of  the  tower,  fence,  or  other 
construction  shall  be  at  least  300  feet  from  the 
boundary  of  any  main  highway,  unless  special  per¬ 
mission  is  obtained  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  or  Municipal  Engineer,  as  the  case  may  be, 
to  reduce  that  distance. 


“(c)  Sufficient  off-highway  parking  area  shall  be 
provided  outside  the  limits  of  any  highway  right- 
of-way  for  patrons  in  vehicles  waiting  to  enter  the 
drive-in  theatre  so  that  the  adjacent  highways  may 
be  kept  clear.  Such  area  shall  provide  for  at  least 
25  per  cent  of  the  total  vehicle  capacity  of  the 
drive-in  theatre.  The  Public  Works  Department  or 
Municipal  Engineer  may,  however,  require  the  off- 
highway  parking  area  to  provide  up  to  50  per  cent 
of  the  vehicle  capacity  of  the  drive-in  theatre: 

“(cl)  Exits  from  drive-in  theatres  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  on  the  basis  of  eight  feet  of  exit  space  for 
each  sixty  vehicles,  with  a  minimum  width  of 
driveway  of  25  feet.  The  main  entrance  shall  be 
not  less  than  50  feet  in  width.  Main  driveways 
shall  be  not  less  than  24  feet  in  width.  All  exits 
shall  be  indicated  by  illuminated  red  signs.  The 
letters  of  such  signs  shall  be  not  less  than  24  inches 
in  height,  and  the  principal  strokes  of  such  letters 
shall  be  not  less  than  3  inches  in  width.  Drive-in 
theatres  shall  be  sufficiently  illuminated  while  open 
to  the  public  to  ensure  safe  entrance  and  exit  pass¬ 
age.  All  ramps  shall  be  sloped  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  permit  the  vehicles  to  proceed  over  such 
ramp  to  an  exit.” 

These  amendments  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of 
March,  1954,  and  apply  to  all  plans  for  drive-in 
theatres  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Fire  Marshal 
on  and  after  that  date.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.
